Sparks From Mark 

This past Advent season we started to have a 
Holy Hour on the Second, Third, and Fourth 
Sundays of every month with Evening 
Prayer, Adoration and Benediction. On the 
First Sunday of every month we have Taize 
Prayer. 

I found both Adoration and Taize prayer to 
be an uplifting encounter with Jesus, as I put 
closer to the week, and prepare myself for 
busyness of another week. It is a great way 
to spend some quiet time with the Lord— 
silencing our heart so that we may hear the 
voice of Jesus. 

A month or so ago, I am across a document t 
from the Bishop’s Committee on the Liturgy 
entitled Thirty-One Questions on Adoration 


of the Blessed Sacrament. I found it to be a 
good read and so I would like to share it with 
all of you. Hopefully, in the end, we will 
have a better understanding and appreciation 
of Adoration, of the Blessed Sacrament and 
perhaps a desire to spend some time before 
the Lord in Adoration in this Year of the 
Eucharist. 

As part of our weekly bulletin for the next 
Thirty-One weeks we will have one Question 
focusing on Adoration of the Blessed 
Sacrament. 

Thirty-One Questions on Adoration of the 
Blessed Sacrament 

1. If the Mass is the source an 

summit of the entire Christian life, then 
why have Eucharistic adoration? 

The celebration of the Most Holy Eucharist 
is, certainly, the “fount and apex” of the 
entire Christian life. Yet the ‘spiritual life... 
is not limited solely to participation in the 
liturgy.” Pope John Paul II calls worship of 
the Most Holy Eucharist outside mass “an 
important daily practice [that] becomes an 
inexhaustible source of holiness” and a 
practice ‘of inestimable value for the life of 
the Church,” so much so that “it is the 
responsibility of Pastors to encourage, also 
by their personal witness, the practice of 
Eucharistic adoration, and exposition of the 
Blessed Sacrament in particular, as well as 
prayer of adoration before Christ present 
under the Eucharistic species.”
